One out of seven fires is the 
result of misuse of electricity, 
Joseph A. Jones, chief of the Jef- 
fersontown Volunteer Fire De- 
partment, said this week in re- 
minding residents of the area 
that Fire Prevention Week will 
be observed nation-wide October 
5-11. 

Jones, in passing along infor- 
mation gathered from the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters, 
said much of the blame of fires 
from electricity, can be placed 
householders for overloading cir- 

Fuses blow more frequent, he 
said, and larger ones cannot be 
substituted without causing wires 
to heat up dangerously, c" 
starting a fire. A proper fuse is 
a "safety valve," the chief said 
and "don't tamper with it." 

Some precautions were 1 
as follows: 

Employ a competent electrician 
to repair or extend wiring when 
this is necessary. 

Buy electrical appliances and 
cords listed by Underwriters' 
Laboratories, Inc. 

Don't string wires under rugs, 
over hooks, or in any exposed 
places where they may be subject 
to wear or mechanical damage. 
Wear or damage may make them 
dangerous. 

New appliances, such as air 
conditioners, draw heavy current. 
Consult an electrician _ you 
may need new wiring.

RESPECT FOR COURT; JUSTICE FOR ALL 

When we were a school boy (long time since) we spoke 
in all but subdued tones in any comment concerning the 
U.S. Supreme Court, so great was the respect with which 
we were taught to regard that august body. That tribu- 
nal represented the last word in interpretation of the law 
of the land. 

Boy, we've come a fur piece! 

And along the way things have changed. Infiltrated 
Influences, such as politics and so-called "lieberalism," 
have obviously left their mark on the Court as on other 
of American institutions. 

Criticism from all sides today has overtaken the Su- 
preme Court; that last, lofty bulwark of justice; that un- 
prejudiced body whose great responsibility is to interpret 
the basic law upon which this nation was founded, and 
upon which its fate rests in no small degree. 

From whence comes, and for why, all the criticism 
which is being directed at the high tribunal? Why such 
disrepute? And who is to blame? If there was ever a man 
or group of men who were supposed to be free from faulty 
thinking or unjust decisions it was thought to be the mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court. No, that group could not be 
wrong. The Constitution is right, and so must they be 
right, since they merely spell out its meaning in matters 
of litigation. They give back to the people the sentiments 
expressed by the people, as written in the Constitution, 
through its applcation in the cause of justice among the 
people. Surely, through their mere implementing the Con- 
stitution they can do no wrong. The Court's function is 
plainly defined. 

Have the members of the Court adhered to the pre- 
scribed function? If so, all the criticism being directed to 
them must be unmerited. Still they stand (those critics) in 
an imposing array. Can there be no right thinking among 
these concurring challengers of the honorable justices and 
their unusual decisions of recent years? These dissenters 
have grown to be legion, from individuals to groups of 
distinguished lawmakers, and including assembled bodies 
such as American Legion, justices of state courts of appeal, 
members of the American Bar Association, governors of 
states in every direction. 

This country of ours was founded to be governed by 
law— laws democratically enacted, and fairly interpreted 
and applied by the judiciary, with due regard for the will 
of the people. It is made up of states whose sovereign 
rights were taken into account when the Union was form- 
ed. And unless the rights of the several states are re- 
spected in applying the national code serious difficulties 
are to be expected in the enforcement process. This, of 
course, calls for appreciation and understanding, not to 
mention patience, on the part of those in high judicial 
authority. Common sense works for common consent. 

From all over the country there come today cries for 
a measure of appeasement to the China Communists in the 
interest of world peace and harmony, which might be tem- 
porary or lasting. Cannot we have at least as much give 
and take among the different elements of our own people, 
and with more hope of satisfactory adjustment? 

This country's Civil War experience was thought to 
have been concluded with a better understanding between 
the North and the South. Recognizing that mistakes had 
been made on both sides of the awful conflict, citizens of 
all the states buried the hatchet and mutually agreed to 
work toward a better understanding of the differences in 
human relationships of sectional areas. Has today's genera- 
tion forgotten those varying conditions and that experi- 
ence, its costs and its lesson in the value of mutual under- 
standing and appreciation? We hope not.

Strike Threatened 

It appears from Associated 
Press reports that Walter Reuther 
is getting ready to call a strike 
on the automakers, when his _ 
ment is ripe. And, if and when 
he does, the reports indicate that 
the powerful CIO-AFL will throw 
its financial and manpower re- 
sources behind the auto workers. 
That could be a nation-wide strike 
and play right into the hands ol 
the Russians. 

The excuse offered for such 
action is the allegation that the 
managements of the companies 
are refusing to bargain. And 
thereby hangs a talc, a scorpion's 
'nil. 

According to Webster, bargain- 
ing is to transfer for a consider- 
to barter or trade. It is a 
two-way street with traffic ir 
BOTH directions. But when Reu- 
ther says that management re- 
fuses to bargain, what he should 
hat management is unwill- 
yield concessions without 
considerations and beyond 
limits of sound reason, anc 
Reuther refuses to yield cc 
sions necessary to make hi 
mands possible of approval. 

In short, what Reuther really 
wants from management is pro- 
gressive surrender, all in his di- 

Labor bosses have already ac- 
quired so much power that they 
have become arrogant. Laws that 
limit your behavior and mine ir 
relation to the property and per- 
son of other people, seem not tc 
apply to the goons sent in to sub- 
due by force. They even speak of 
labor unions as a separate gov- 
ernment, within a government.

Make no mistake about it, the

determined grasping for monop- 
oly power over our entire econo- 

The answer to the menace is 
the "right to work" law which 
prevents the nefarious agreement 
of management and union to deny 
men the right to work except as 
union members. The right to 
work should be guaranteed to its 
citizens by every state which has 
not yet passed such a law. 

We want collective bargaining, 
but it should be bargaining. Both 
be willing to yield 
commensurate consideration lor 
every benefit sought. The 
must flow in both directions, and 
we must stop the monopoly power 
that turns bargaining into pro- 
gressive surrender.
